LISTS UNDER FIRE 


TALLAHASSEE, MAY 2— 
(FNS)—A majority of Florida leg- 
islators, though they advocate 
economy, are not willing to substi- 
tute a notice pasted on the court- 
house door for the legal advertise- 
most of delinquent property in 
their home town newspapers. 

Several bills to stop advertise- | 
ment of delinquent tax lists are in 
the hoppers but none of them 
stands much chance for passage, 
if opinions expressed by legisla- 
tors are any criterion. 

Showing how far some legisla- 
tors are willing to go one bill 
merely requires the publication of 
a three line notice to the effect 
that on a certain date all tax de- 
linquent property will be sold at 
the court house. Such a notice, 
foes of the bill, explained, would 
be unfair to the hundreds of af- 
fected property owners and might 
also seriously impair the legality 
of any tax foreclosure sale.

-Conduct Organized 
Live-at-Home Plan 


WAUCHULA, May 2 — Hardee 
county farmers have done a bit of 
checking up recently and they 
have decided that they buy too 
much feed and food from other 
places that they can produce at 
home. 

Now, according to County Agent 
H. L. Miller, they are planning,a 
live-at-home program, which in- 
cludes home production of food, 
feed, and livestock, Aware of the 
fact that the future success and 
development of their county de- 
pends on the success of the farmer 
and grove owner, Hardee county 
commissioners. have sponsored the 
building and furnishing of 10 can- 
ning kitchens in the various com- 


munities. 4 


The live-at-home program will) 


operate around these kitchen cen- 
ters,. Agricultural club members 
willl operate’ them. All agricul- 
tural chübs.in the county are sup- 
porting the program. 

Each club in the county will ap- 
point four committees: one to 
make plans for home gardens and 
the canning of products from 
them; another to study livestock 
and work out plans for permanent 
pastures, for forage and feed 
crops, and for introduction of bet- 
ter livestock (a family milk co’ 
a brood sow, and poultry for each 
home will be stressed); a third 
committee to promote home beau- 
tification; and a fourth to study 
and work for soll improvement and 
thereby cut down fertilizer bills
